Student Council Report 


^ HE Students Administrative Council of 1947 had its inception 
during the spring elections of 1946 to the roaring of planes, the dropping of 
pamphlets and campaign speeches enhanced by cigars. The atmosphere of 
colour, of lively student interest during the campaign was a heartening augury 
for the successful candidates. Our efforts this year have been inspired by 
the revitalized school spirit manifested at that time. Those of us on the 
Council have felt that our primary aim this year' has been to maintain and, 
wherever possible, to increase this high morale among the student body. 

The year 1946-47 will be remembered as the most crowded in the history 
of Assumption up to this time. Enrollment increased from 300 odd students 
in the preceeding year to some 500. Student activities multiplied. Many new 
social and academic groups were formed and older societies on the campus 
were invigorated with new blood from the large number of students attending 
Assumption for the first time. 1946-47 was the second post war year at 
Assumption, the second year to mark the return of veterans to the campus 
but in much larger numbers than in 1945-46. 

Formal and informal dances sponsored by the Council were held at more 
frequent intervals and attended in larger numbers than in any other year. 
Informal parties after football and basketball games were interspersed with 
the more formal class dances culminating in the Arts Ball, by all accounts 
the most successful to date. 

In rendering an account of the stewardship entrusted in our care last 
spring we would like, if space permitted, to give a detailed report of our 
activities as recorded in the minutes of our weekly meetings. In brief, we 
have felt that our main object was to introduce the many new students to one 
another, to the older students and to Assumption. While we are all proud 
of the College's rapid growth, those of us who have come to know and love 
our school would regret to see as a consequence of expansion the passing 
of the spirit which Assumption has always symbolized, the traditional atmos¬ 
phere of friendliness between students and faculty. This is the facet of 
Assumption that older students treasure. It is this aspect of Assumption that. 
we have tried to present to our new students. With the many problems arising 
from such an unprecedentedly large enrollment we have tended to follow a 
policy of observation and caution, hesitating to make any summary decision 
which subsequent experience might prove unwise. 

Perhaps the activity for which our Administration will be chiefly remem¬ 
bered by succeeding years is the adoption by the Council and the ratification 
by the student body in general assembly of the Constitution of the Students' 
Administrative Council. This document was drawn up by a member of last 
year's Council and graduating class, Mr. William G. Weingust and was 
subjected to long and painstaking scrutiny by this year's Council. 

If we have accomplished anything worthwhile during the past year it is 
due to the magnificent co-operation we have received from the student body. 
In my own work on the Council and with the students I am heavily in debt 
to fellow members of the Council. It has been a wonderful team. If I have any 
regret, it is that the members of this team must disperse; and if I have any 
hope, it is that this spirit among the students, as among the members of the 
Council, may continue and increase.

from life. 

Secondly this class is grateful — extremely so and it is a three-fold feeling 
cf gratitude that we possess. We are grateful, firstly, to our Alma Mater, 
Assumption College, and to it wonderful faculty, the members of which not 
only have devoted their lives and talents to the education and teaching well 
— but also to setting a pattern on which we may fashion our lives as they 
have fashioned their lives after the supreme pattern given to us all by our 
Lord and His Son. They have been teachers true, but also Fathers in the 
fullest sense of the word — lavishing on us in college all the devotion, love 
and guidance we received from our natural fathers at home. To them we 
shall be always grateful. Also we are grateful to our parents, who, through 
their sacrifice and love must equally share in the honour of our humble achieve¬ 
ment.

We have our own special 
feeling of gratitude and it in itself has several aspects. We are grateful for 
the opportunities and assistance which we have been afforded by our country 
through the Department of Veterans' Affairs which not only granted for many 
of us the opportunity of a college education but also showed a constant interest 
in our progress and an ever present desire to counsel and assist us in pursuit 
of the course they enabled us to set. All of you present this evening must 
share as must all Canadians and Americans who are supporting the re¬ 
habilitation programs through our governments in the gratitude we feel. The 
degrees we veterans are receiving are not only token of the success of the 
faculty in teaching but also their success in realizing our peculiar feelings, 
attitudes and problems. 

This brings me to the last word success. We have been successful in 
obtaining our degree but we do not consider ourselves as being successful in 
the sense that we usually apply that word to life. We do not feel thct 
because we have triumphed through one struggle we should be considered 
successful for we know that we will have many struggles and fiercer ones at 
that. There is however a definite success story here this evening for all of us 
and for the veterans — they are a concrete example of the success of the 
rehabilitation scheme. For all of us it is another milestone passed, leading us 
closer to what we hope to do and to be in life. 

Such then is the character of the 1947 class — successful — but humble 
and sincerely grateful.

To-day the study of medicine and the allied 
sciences have reached a high degree of scientific 
attainment. Extensive research has produced new 
branches of learning and new methods of examina¬ 
tion and therapy. Where hitherto a student's medi¬ 
cal education required four years, it is now essential 
for him to complete from six to ten years of exacting 
study, from which knowledge he will emerge a 
specialist in a specific field. 

During the process of minute human analysis he 
is in danger of depreciating to the level of the 
materialist by overlooking the significance of the 
whole. The doctor's profesional code of ethics are 
molded from the Christian moral teachings received 
during the pre-medical years. 

The St. Luke Society, founded 8 years ago by a 
Basilian, Mr. A. Meagan, C.S.B., has endeavoured 
to unify students who intend making medicine or 
the allied sciences their life's work. The Society has 
attempted to make the students aware of the neces¬ 
sity of extra-work outside their courses, so as to 
maintain an interest in the subject, a vision of its 
scope and significance and a desire to learn more 
about it. 

Under the guidance of our patron, St. Luke the 
Evangelist and "Beloved Physician" the society has 


grown tremendously in the past few years. It 
possesses a small but well-equipped laboratory. A 
two hundred volume medical library, complete set of 
surgical instruments, head-lamp, stethoscope, micro¬ 
scope blood pressure and analysing apparatus, 
medicinal and therapeutic agents are at the disposal 
of the members. The laboratory work consists of 
gross anatomical studies followed by surgical inter¬ 
ventions, intended for observation and dexterity co¬ 
ordination. The Medical Lecture Series affords pro¬ 
fessional contact with local physicians, surgeons and 
scientists who deliver addresses on varied medical 
topics. In the society laboratory. Dr. A. P. Truant 
from Yale University, Dept, of Pharmacology gave 
a superb demonstration and lecture on the physio¬ 
logical action of various new therapeutic agents. 

Donated by one of the local hospitals, the Society 
will acquire next year a pathological museum, con¬ 
taining an almost complete variety of pathological 
specimens obtained surgically, and will afford an 
interesting gross study. 

By exposing the student to the demands of a 
scientific career, he will feel and glimpse the total, 
thereby directing his energies to analysing a sub¬ 
ject's pertinent facts, which is the subject of our 
present endeavour.

During this College year, 63 signified their intention of becoming members 
of an art class. After much difficulty a suitable time was arranged and the 
initial class attendance ran about 30. Due to a change in time-tables later 
on in the year the class dwindled to 15. 

The course dealt with anatomy, figure drawing and the use of mediums 
such as charcoal. Composition in art was also a feature of the course. The 
equipment used was passed out free to the members—drawing books, erasers, 
pencils, charcoal. A male model was used during the second semester. This 
practical end of art proved to be very interesting. 

The last meeting of the Art Society was an open one at which Mr. Kenner 
addressed the group on Modern Art. The year was a success from every 
angle. We hope that next year will bring an even greater response. 
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Christian Culture A.ward 
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NNUALLY awarded to "some outstanding lay exponent of Christian 
ideals", the Christian Culture Award Medal of Assumption College is an 
outgrowth of the Christian Culture Series and is unique in Canadian educa¬ 
tional circles. The 1947 Award Medal was presented to Dr. George S. Sperti. 

Past recipients have been Sigrid Undset, Jacques Maritain, Philip Murray, 
Arnold M. Walter, Francis J. Sheed and Henry Ford II. 

Dr. Sperti, a member of the Papal Academy of Sciences, is internationally 
known as inventor, research scientist, editor and author, and as the co-founder 
and director of the famous Institutum Divi Thomae. 


He was born January 17, 1900 in Covington, Ky. He received his early 
education in the public schools of Covington and at the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati, from which he received his F.E., electrical engineering degree in 
1923. Dr. Sperti was awarded honorary degrees of Doctor of Science by the 
University of Dayton in 1934 and by Duquesne University in 1936. He began 
as a research scientist in 1923 with the Duncan Electric and Manufacturing 
Co. in Lafayette, Ind. From 1925 to 1935 he served as research professor and 
Director of Research of the Basic Science Research Laboratory of the Uni¬ 
versity of Cincinnati. Since 1935 he has been research professor and director 
of research and education of the Institutum Divi Thomae of the Athenaeum 
of Ohio, and 13 affiliated laboratories including a cancer research laboratory 


in New York City. 

Among his awards are: the Baldwin Fellowship (1923-35); Rockfeller 
Foundation Travelling Fellowship (1930-31); National Research Council Fel¬ 
lowship, 1929-31, and a Fellow of the Graduate School of the University of 
Cincinnati, 1930-35. Dr. Sperti was one of six Americans appointed to the 
Pontifical Academy of Science by Pope Pius XI. in November 1936 He was 
awarded the Catholic Action Medal of 1942. He has invented the Sperti 
Lamps, sunlamps for therapeutic purposes, lamps for sterilization of meats an 
similar products. He is the discoverer of a new family of biological substances 
called Biodynes, which regulate cellular metabolism. Dr. Sperti has been 
editor and co-author of the Bulletin of Basic Science Research (official organ 
of the Basic Science Research Laboratory of the University of Cincinnati) 
He is co-author of '"Quantum Theory in Biology", 1927 and Cc * rel ° te <* 
Investigations in the Basic Sciences", 1928. Since 1925 he has published 
numerous papers in various scientific journals relating to cancer research. 

Congratulations to Dr. Sperti on his winning of the Award and a sincere 
vote of thanks for his splendid work in the field of Science. 
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Father Collins on the 2nd day of June 1947, passed 
on to meet his Creator. With his passing one of the 
most pleasant pesronalities to grace Assumption is 
missing. He was always cheerful and the smile which 
to him was so natural and perpetual, was a source of 
cheer to those who knew him, both staff, friends and 
students alike. For the students whose good fortune 
it was to know this venerable priest, he was a friend. 
In the true meaning of friendship—for not only did he 
dedicate his life to God. but he imitated as many 
virtues of the Master as his ability allowed. When a 
student approached Father Collins he would listen and 
advise the person. With those ceaseless and priceless 
anecdotes of humour that he possessed he would dis¬ 
pel the darkest gloom. 


Bishop O'Connor C. S. B. To Trace his travels fact¬ 
ually would be tedious, but to say that the warmth, 
happiness and joy which came from knowing this 
friendly priest, isn't the private heritage of the hal¬ 
lowed halls of Assumption, but is the precious memory 
of many schools and parishes throughout the North 
\merican Continent. If we may be permitted, we 
should like to pen this small epitaph from the verse 
of William Copper in tribute to this saintly servant 
of God. 

"Walking With God" 

■'So shall my walk be close with God, calm 
and serene my frame ; 


So purer light shall mark the road, 
that leads me to the Lamb."

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Junior O. R. F. U. Football

Indicating what Assumption can do in the world 
of sport, the Championship of the Ontario Rugby 
Football Union Junior Division was taken by the 
1946 edition of Purple Raiders in their first attempt. 
This statement, a fine compliment to all concerned, 
can still be heightened by the fact that the football 
team of 1946 was the first at the College since the 
1940 season. This meant that Athletic Director Father 
Lee Higgins and Coach Jack Alexander had to start 
from scratch and mold a winning aggregation from 
a group of players who, for the most part, were 
complete strangers to each other. Although injuries 
often hindered them by breaking up combinations 
just nicely starting to click. Father Higgins and Coach 
Alexander proved that they had what it took to 
inspire the boys with the will to win, and to produce 
a team which was successful from every standpoint. 

During its regular schedule, the team competed 
in the Western Ontario group of the Junior O.R.F.U., 
which also included another Windsor team, sponsor¬ 
ed by A.K.O. Fraternity; London Juniors; Chatham 
Kiwanis Rams; and Woodstock Red Devils. Com¬ 
petition was stiff, and all the teams played hard, 
fast football. However, Assumption's superior 
strength both on offence and defence showed clearly 
in the games played against Chatham, London, and 
Woodstock, and paid off with decisive victories. 
Before the season was very old it was apparent that 


the only real competition would come from A.K.O. 
In their first meeting the Collegians lost out in a low 
scoring but none the less thrilling contest, and a 
keen rivalry was developed which packed the 
stands for the second encounter. A win for the boys 
in Purple would cause a first place tie and force a 
sudden death game to determine Windsor's repre¬ 
sentative in the post season playdowns. Assumption 
came through in grand style to completely over¬ 
power A.K.O. and start the fans talking about a Pro¬ 
vincial Championship. Before an overflow crowd 
at Kennedy Stadium, Assumption clearly proved 
which was the better team, by winning the sudden 
death game hands down. 

For the first of their two game total-point semi¬ 
final, Assumption journeyed to Hamilton where they 
defeated the Mahoney Bears. The second game was 
an easy victory for the Raiders. Due to the lateness 
of the season, an agreement was made whereby the 
final would be a sudden death contest. Assumption 
played host to the University of Toronto Ajax En¬ 
gineering School. The Raiders functioned perfectly 
and truly upset the Toronto representatives. 

Special praise is usually given to the individual 
stars of a team, but perhaps the best compliment 
possible is to call each and every player a real 
champion. That they are—in the fullest sense of 
the word.

Over the years Assumption has had good reason 
to be proud of its basketball teams. Though in com¬ 
petition with schools with much larger student bodies, 
the Purple and White players have never failed to 
give a good account of themselves, and in the past 
two years have brought back to the school the 
Eastern Canadian Senior "A" Championship. 
Schools, whose student bodies are numbered in the 
thousands, have seen their basketball teams out¬ 
played by the Raiders, whose natural ability and 
teamwork, combined with top notch coaching, have 
made them a well nigh unbeatable combination. 

The 1946-47 season opened with the Raiders meet¬ 
ing the internationally famous Kansas City All Stars. 
There were many who felt the Raiders scarcely rated 
even an outside chance against this widely publi¬ 
cized team, yet when the final whistle blew the Purple 
and White players had scored a 47 to 46 victory. 
From this flying start the Raiders, ably and pains¬ 
takingly coached by Red Nantais, played themselves 
first to the Ontario Championship, by defeating the 
St. Catherines Mic Macs in a three game series final, 
and then to the Eastern Canadian Championship by 


turning back the highly touted Montreal YMHA in 
another three game series. 

With school support solidly behind them, the 
Raiders then travelled across the country to Van¬ 
couver to play for the Canadian Championship, 
taking on the Vancouver Meralomas. In a five game 
series, the Raiders won two and lost three closely 
contested games to a fast playing team that had 
swept to the Western Canadian Championship. 

Evidence of the high regard that not only the 
College but the City at large held for the Raiders, 
both as players and as sportsmen, was shown in the 
reception which awaited the team on its return from 
the West. Over a thousand students and Windsor 
citizens were on hand to meet the train and to give 
the players and their popular coach a thunderous 
welcome and a parade through the downtown sec¬ 
tion of the city. The hats of all of us are off to the 
Raiders of 1946-47. Together with Coach Stanley 
Nantais, they take their place amongst the best 
teams ever produced by a school famous for basket¬ 
ball teams over the years.
